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FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT.

A Flyveawheel Norsts, Tenring an Englneer to
Pleces—-Territic Force Exerted,

The Baxony flour mills in 8t. Louis were the
gcene of a very shocking accident on Tuesday
last. The Republican of the 15th says'—There
were only a few men in the bullding, it being
dinner time sud the machinery was running
}ight, as there was not mueh doing in Lhe mill.

Henry Deitrich, the assistant engineer, was in
charge, and was considered an experienced and
careiul man., Aboul the time mentloned he was
engaged in carrying out clnders, and during his
absence on one of his trips the belt controlling
the *‘governor" either broke or slipped off.
There was a heavy pressure of steam in the
boiler, about 115 or 120 pounds, and the fall
force was immediately transferred to the eylin-
der. Inamoment the increased speed of the
wachinery apprised Deltrich of what had oc-
curred, and he hurried back towards the engine.
A little delay of some Kind seems to have oc-
curred, and by the time he reached the engine
the fly-wheel had gathered a terrific speed, and
must have been revolving somewhere about
a thousand times in a minute, while the whirl-
ing rush of the great body of iron and the other
machinery shook the bullding. Deitrich, it is
evident, understood In a moment what had
occurred, and ran towards the small wheel con-
trolling the admission of steam. In his haste,
and not thinking of the danger, he went directly
in front of the fly-wheel, and while quite close
the accident occurred. The immense wheel
bad acquired a velocity that overcame the cohe-
rency and setrength of the iron, and in a mo-
ment, with a terrible sound, it flew into a thou-
sand pleces. The force exerted by the fragments
was something surprising. One large plece of
the rim welghing thousande of pounds rushed
like a ball from a cannon through the floors of
the second and third stories in a curving line,
tearing the wooden joints and other timber like

aper, and striking the front wall of the
ullding about the middle of the third
story. This iz a brick wall of unusanl thick-
nees, but the lron fragments passed clean
through it, leaving an unsightly gap, and fell
thuudering on the gouth side of the street. Bome
smaller pieces of Iron also passed through the
npper floors of the building, and their effects
were manifested even up to the roof. In the
direction given by the revolving motion at the
time of the bursting, some of the arms of the
wheel gtruck the brick floor in {ront; one plece *
buried itself out of eight like o wedge driven in
by the hammer of Thor, and another stood with
one end sticking out as solld as if the masonry
liad been bullt around it. To look npwards from
e plaes where the fly-wheel hiad been enabled
ooe to realize the awful force exerted. All the
lloors above were shivered along the course
taken by the fragments, and the light of day
streamed in through the jagged rent io the walls,
The assistant engineer, Dietrich, was Instantly
killed, but no other man was hurt in the building,.

THE WAGES OF SIN.

A Burglar Shet ;nd Killed While Attempting
to Break Into n House.

Early this morning o man met his death at the
hands of another whom he attempted to rob,
and wae sent Into another world while in the
commission of an act condemned in this b
moral and divine law. The particulars of this
case are as follows:—Beiween 3 and 4 o'clock
this morning Mr. A, B, Knisely, who resides at
No. 514 West Twalfth street, was awakened
from his slumbers by a nolse proceeding from
the direction of the piazza, His bed-room is on
the first floor, and the windows of the chamber
rur down to the plazza, Feellng confident that
the noise was occasioned by the efforts of some
person to break into the house, Mr. Kuisely
quietly armed himself with a revolver,
awakened his wife and child, whom he placed
in an adjoining apartmeni, and then, with
weapon in hand, took his post to awalt develop-
ments. It was a burglar, who was without on
the piazza, and he was steadily proceeding with
the work uncoansclous of the watcher
within, who was gbon to summon him to his
fate. The worker without had cut away the
lower portion of the blind which protects the
windpw, and was about to proceed with the
removal of a pane of glass, and thereby gain
admittance, when Knisely fired his revolver.
The shot orashed through the window-pane,
aud with fatal accuracy struck into the house-
breaker’s left shoulder, and lodged, as it after-
wards appeared, just over the heart. With a
cry of alarm and pain the wounded man
jumped from the plazza to the garden below,
and then mounting the fence which sepa-
ratee Mr. Knisely's from the adjolnllng
place, precipitated himself into the grass on the
other gide, where he now lies a corpse. He ex
ylmd almost immediately alter mplng the
ence. It was found that the man who was so
suddenly cut off iu the performance of his un-
lawful deed had removed his boots before enter-
on the plazza,as he was in his stocking feet,
hig bools were found below. 1L was also
ascertained that he had in his hand ashﬁle
bsrtellutl relvolver. which was to‘t;gdbcovkud. s(:
a of nippers, such as are u Y persons o
rofession. ‘The fact of having h?:weapuu
rul!y for lustantaneons use shows the character
of the man, and if Mr, Knisely's presence had
been known te him before he was made ac-
quainted with It finally and fatally, the result
might have been different, for the fellow wounld
surely have used his plstol, and it would have
only been a question of steadiness of alm whether
it would have been fatally used.—Chicago P s,

Jrlr. Disraell has been folled, as gach tacticlans
always will be folled, in spite of their most lahorioas
artinces, In any conutry where any vestige of moral
force remalns. HMHe 18 angry, and he pours out his
anger on all who were in any way lnstramental In
his defeat. Probably It was to give vent to his lenl-
Ings as mmuch as to ralse the “No Popery” ory on
which he hopes to ride back Into power, that he
wrote “Lothar.”

A good deal of what ne sald about me s mere
abuse which deserves no notice. But the sting of
the attack lles Intwo imputations—that of haviog
been ' goclal parasite™ ln my own country and that
of having sehemes here, to facilitate which I am
represented as paying insidious attentions to Ameri-
¢an visitors at Oxford,

The frst imputation I can hardly discuss with pa-
tience. Politically, I stood with my friends in direct
opposition to the party of the aristocracy. Socially,
my relation to that class would be more acoarately
deseribed a8 ostraciam than parasitism ; at Jeast ir 1
did not lose old friends in the class, I did not pat

A Letter from Mnajor«(ienern]l Stargly In He-
sponse 1o hin Hecent Eplstle—What Mr. Lin-
voln Thought of Him.

Fort LEAVEXWORTH, Kansas, )
June 12, 1570, §

Tv the Editor of the Evening Telograph:—

I bave just read a letter from J, Bankhead Ma.

Navy Jovrnal of the 4th (ost,, and 1 feel constrained,
in the interest of trath and jastice, to say that [ have
good reason for belleving that Mr. Magrader 18 in
error in regard to what did actuslly take place
hetween the President and himseil about the time
he resigned from the army.

Moreover, 1 have every reason to bellave that the
remarks which he attribotes o Senntor Cameron
are, In all essentinl particulars, =solstantially oor-
rect, viz, :—

“He escorted the President to the White Honse,
and 1 heard him say to the President that he ad-
mired him and was going to atand by him darlog the
war, He sald that the evening before he went
away.”

During the summer of 1562, I commanded the de.
fenges of Washington and had almost daily inter
pourse with the President, who was kind enough to
enter into familiar conversation with me on many
occasions which 1 shall always remember with
pleasure and pride,

On one occaslon, at the request of the officers of
the T1st New York Volunteers (which constitnted a
part of my command), the President reviewed that
regiment (n 1t8 camp near Tenallytown., After the
review we rode back together toward Washington,
until we reached the road diverging toward the
“Soldiers HHome” (where the President was then
temporarily residing), and there we separated,

During that ride, our conversation being of a
cagnal chiaracter, something was sald which called
up in the mind of the President the condact of
Colonel Magrader at the time of lils resignation
from the service, and he sald :—*"Stargls” (It was Do
nnusual thing for Mr, Lincoln to adopt this familiar
style), 1 cannot call to mind now any single event
of my administration that gave me 80 much pain or

| wounded me so decply as the singular conduact of

Caolonel Magruder on the very night before he aban-
doned us,”

Mr, Lincoln replied, *“Hdecanse he came to Sce me
the very evening before he left, and voluotarily said,
while expreasing his abhorrence of secession, *Sir, 1
was brought up and edocated under the glorious
old fag; I have lived under it and have fought
under it, and, sir, with the help of God, 1 ghall fight
under it again, and, if need be, shall die under it !’

“The very next day,” the President continued,
